ral times until you have melted a ſufficiert 
quantity of it : Now 1s your Mineral divided 
into four Principlcs or Subſtances. 

The firſt Subſtance is a Reed volitile Sulphur; 
that ſwims on the Supertictcs of rhe Warer, 
which mult be taken clean off, ftilthered, dri- 
cd, ſifted and preſerved for nſec. 

Having thus far proceedea, and vour Wa- 
tcr quiet and clear, draw it out with- a Tap 
placed within four or five Inches of the bottom 
of the Tub; otherwiſe you may take it our 
with Pans: Now you will find the true Species 
or Sulphur,which isrhe ſecond Subſtance lying 
ſpread all over the Superhicics of your Plati- 
ophthalmon, which ſeperate, S. A. waſh clean 
your Granulated Mineral with fair water, then 
mix it with your other which you ſeparated 

EB betore; 
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before, filther ir, dry it, ſift it through a fhne 
Searceand keep it for uſe : So do you leave your 
waſhed Mineral as a third Subſtance. 

But your fourth Principle or Subſtance 1s 
that which flieth away in a Fume, ( thar 1s 
ſo hurtful to the Artilt) which might be ga-

You muſt be fure to avoid the Fumes 25 
muclx as you can, they being very Hurttul and 
Injurious to the Operator : In melting of a 
hundred weight of the Platiophthalmon you 
w1ll find your true Sulphur of a very Red Co- 
four, after you have waſhed and dryed -your 
Granulated Minerel, melt it a ſecond time, 
you will find your Sulphur not much alterd 
in Colour, do thus five, ſ1x or ſeven times, 
and vor will fee your Species conſiderably al- 
tera, itbeing of a blacker or darker Colour, 
{i.rle i quantity, and nat fo ſtrong in quality; 
having thus far proceeded mix all your quan- 
tities of Species which you gained in each melt- 
1ng together, to bring 1t to its true Colour ; 
which Colour cannot be diſcribed, but a ſam- 
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ple muſt be had of it : The Red Volitile Sul- 
phur is mixt ſometimes to make your dark 
Species of a more brighter Colout ; or to make 
itto work more {tronger, which may be given 
in a lefſer Doſe if the Phylſitian thinks conve-

| ingly various Cauſes have bcen affigned there- 


unto, none of which are conſonant to. (or a- 
erecing with ) Expericnce, drawn from the 
vcrv Lighr of Nature. 
When a Man having Reaſon , is depriv'd 
and ſpoiled thereof, ſo, as he cannot 1mplo 
the ſame-to thoſe ends for which it was created, 
but furiouſly a&s, and inconfderately tumul- 
tuates;, then is thar Man ſeized with Madneſs. 
Indeed many Men are otherwife ſpoiled of their 
Reaſon, as the Poſſefled, Drank, Fatuate and 
Tyrants ; which are not to be referred to this 
Clafhs. For they are not deprived of Reaſon 
from a Diſeaſe, bur from other Accidents : 
Bur thoſe Diſtempers, of which we now treat, 
are true Diſeaſes, and naturally ariſe from 
Morbifick Cautes. 

Now that we may explain the Cauſe, it is 
tobe underſtood. The Reaſon ſhould be pure 
and Clean, ſuch as the beſt Wheat in the Feild 
1s, Without Gockle or Darnel. But as among 
W heat ſown, Tarcs grow and increaſe ; ſo 
alſo Darnel is bred in the Intelle&. | 

In a Natural manner Madneſs is thus cauſed, 
viz. When any thing 1s extended beyond its 

F Strength, 
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Strength, and Nature, it is broaken. $o thc 
Eyes are blinded bv beholding the Sun. For 
unto cyery Member irs bound and Office is 
aſtened , pals beyound theſe, it cannot, With- 
out damage. 

To ſpeculate beyond. Humane Capacity, is 
© infringe and calt down Reaſon it iclf. 

Bur there 1s alto another ſort of Madneſs, 
which proceeding from Elements hurts our 
Reaſon, no otncrwiſe, then as you ſee Fire to" 
rage, and become turtous in the Element of 
Warer, and by that excired Ebnllition, to caſt 
forth Bubbles, Froath, and Vapour : for our 
Reaſon is as a certain Liquid thing, and ſo be- 
comes that Element, in which the Fire exer- 
ciſeth itz power. But by what is this Element 
broaken ? viz. Bv Fire only : Therefore if, 
what breakes is Fire, what is broak mult be 
Water. Thusthe Bodv of our Reafon is a fly- 
ing Water, :..4 rignett ſubtiltey of which ts a 
boyling Dew. Therefore the Fire kindling, 
fach Operations are made, as from Fire and 
Warer. 

' Beſides rnefe faid rwo Cauſes of Madneſs, 
viz. One, a too great confidence of Strength 
and Power; the Other, the Operation ot Elc- 
ments, many other Cauſes of Madneſs may be 
added and commemorared by orher Men ; but 
theſe can neither find weight, or place, in Phi- 
| loſophy or Attronomy, in which Phyfick is 


founded, Yet I own there is another kind of | 


Madneſs, which ariſeth from Meats caten, as 
Lupines 
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Lupines inflicb Madneſs, &c. (See Paracelſar's 
Treatifes of Madnels ; and of Diſeaſes of Mad- 
Folks.) 

Alſo, trouble of mind even to Defparation, 
may cauſe Madnetls ; for by this diſturbance, 
thev enforce Madnels on the Brain. Yet the 
caule hercot is hidden and Obſcure, &c. -» 

in like manner ſome Diſeaſes may induce 
Madneſs, ec. 

Bur that an Impoſthum ſhould caufe Mad- 
neſs, as rhe Humoriſts ſay , is utterly falſe. 
For this-lmpoſthum they never taw; and if 
any ſhould at any time appear outwardly, in a 
Perſon that is Mad, then judge, that the ſame 
thing, which generared Madneſs , produced 
the Impoſthum its fore-runner : For the Im- 
poſthum it felt inferrs not Madneſs, but is e- 
qually,prod:iced by the ſame thing, which in- 
duceth Madncls. 

He, whoſuddainly degenerates from his na- 
ture, cuſtom, and manners , and is hgutable 
according to the Afﬀettions of his mind, not 
having the uſe of Reaſon, bur hates and ftriks 
Men, crvs out and Raves, ating many mad 
pranks, may certainly be prounced Mad. 

Alſo he, who muleth and fits quier and ſtil1, 
not having the uſe of his Reaſon, may in like 
manncr be termed Mad : Therefore the diyer- 
fity of their gettures and manners ſhould be di- 


| ligently obſerved , yea, and the Aﬀendant of 


every hour ( which alone infuſeth manners) 
exactly taken notice of, more then thoſe things 
whichare in thc Body. [ 2 Cure

Madncfis, which afflicted the Man. By theſe 
Deceits they gain more, then by their Medi- 
cine. Theretorec let him, who is defirous of 
$kill in theſe matters, Jearn of thoſe Adjurers, 
not tocaſt out Divels, but to cure Maniacks, 
with ſutable Secrets. | 

Medicines raking away Madneſs arc twofole 
one Chirurgick, the other Phyſical. 

Yet I would have al} Men be adviſed, not 
raſhly to undertake this Chirurgick cure, un- 
leſs by their proper Experience, they be well 
inſtrufted and skilled in all Accidents, &c. 


The Chirurgick Cure « thus. 


Firſt, make an Apertion in that place, in 
which the Madneſs ariſeth ; But if you be not 
certain of the place, then open all Extreami-

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ties in the Fingers and Toes; in the Head alſo, 
as far as the Circle, or Circumference of the 
Center 1s diffuſed. 


Thu Apertion # twofold, 


One takes away, and removes the Skin only, 
thac the Fleſh under it may be left bear. The 
other makes an hole, our of which the Eſchar 
falls, and the hole remains. 

But according to the Condition of the Di- 
leaſe, the followiug difterence mult be obſerv'd. 

If the Dileate be vehement , and frequent, 
then the firlt Apertion of the Skin only, 1s not 
ſufficiect for removing the Caufe of Madneſs ; 
but there is need of the other, which makes a 
more deep-Ulcer. For every Hole hath a cer- 
tain power and property of catting out, as an 
EmunCorv. Therefore I here give you the 
Receipts of Either Apertion.

The power and {trength of this Diteaſe, arc 
the Accidents thercof. har Specics which pat- 
ſeth out by the Fundament, hath four Acci- 
dents, viz. the Collick, Gripes , Dolours of 
the Hips, and Back. That which is by Urin 
hath three, viz. the Diturv, Strangury, and 
Laxation. And in Vomiting the Accidents 
come from rhe Stomach, as bitteracts of the 
Gall, which is made of the great dryneſs of the 
Stomack ; but Sobbing (or the Hec-cough ) 
comes from the Sromachs Coldneſs.

A Flux paſting our, cicher by Urin, or Seidg, 
or Vomic, if no Gripe, Strargurv, or other 
like Sign be preſent, as in diſſolution of the $Sto- 
mach, nor the bitrerneſs of Gall, by Vomit- 
ing ; 1t 15-2 Sign the difſolution is from Mi- 
nerals. 

In a Mineral diflolution, the Blood comes 
forth by the Fundament more Red, then in the 
diflolutiou of the Stomach. And 
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And this Red blood, when congealed, or 
tlotted, paſſeth out by rin. For it is con- 
gealed in the Bladder, and not before. 

They who Piſs conguiate Blood , labour 
with chis Difcaſe: This Piſſing 1snot tor a day 
or two, but continually. Yer it Blood be not 
continually Pifſed, it is a Sign the Stone is pre- 
ſent, which bach Hroak ſome ſmall Vein. For 
a5 the Diſeaſe begins, (viz. If any one have fix 
Srools a day at firſt, rhe next he hath as many) 
ſo it continues, and ceaſcth nor until it be 
curcd.

Every thing which comes to maturity ob- 
tains an Expulſive Virtuc ; and Minerals, 
when diffolved, expel themſelves.
